the front gate were familiar 
sounds the small-town boy the 
“Gay The milkman 
was making his morning rounds. 
Everyday, matter what the 
weather how tough the going, 
came the house ever 
hours before you had hustled 
out -and sometimes woke 
Usually you the 
intrusion. was harbinger 
happy days. those summer 
mornings reserved for fishing, you 
restlessly awaited his coming 
the dead winter, you were 
aroused numerous

the ruts the frozen road, you 
knew had turned cold the night 
and there would skating the 
mill pond; you were made 
dimly the slow jingling 
bells, you had visions tobog- 
ganing and sleighing parties and, 
first peep day, you got out 
hed see how deep the snow was.

maturer years, these boyhood 
impressions gave place genuine 
respect for the industry, thrift and 
independence this old-fashioned 
dairy farmer. was indeed 
solid citizen, filling important 
niche the economic life the 
producer the real 
sense the word. 

Our milkman had small farm 
about mile from town where, 
besides his cattle, raised hogs, 
chickens, garden truck, apples and 
small fruits. These exchanged 
for dry goods and groceries the 
general store; and added his 
limited supply cash occasional 
sales broilers, sausage and eggs 
his milk customers. His crops were 
wheat, rye, corn and sometimes 
buckwheat. ground his own 
meal and flour the nearest mill; 
but what oats planted usually 
fed green, the early spring. 
favorite winter ration was mixture 
oats, corn meal brewers’ 
grains; the latter fed sparingly, 
however, because left 
the milk. When grass was short 
the summer, fed green corn 
stalks the cattle pasture. (He 
usually grew few acres fodder 
corn; had silo). also grew 
root principally 
and fed his milking cows about 
peck day them, with dry feed 
separate, but always after milking, 
the milk. dry cow for 
killing, which did every year, 
fed mixture rutabagas and corn 
meal, three pecks day. there 
was plenty moisture the ration, 
gave the animal water; and

the English Guernsey Cattle 
Society, the well-known Kingswood 
Herd was dispersed John Thorn- 
ton and Company London recent- 
ly. This herd, which was started 
about fifteen years ago, had been 
built very sound lines, the 
foundation stock being most care- 
fully selected from the best sources 
available, and the sires being mainly 
Island-bred bulls.

Previous- 
ly, Beauty’s Honour and Hindhead 
Polly’s Governor had done excellent 
service, leaving behind them stock 
high quality with deep milking 
propensities. Beauty’s Honour was

cattle, the property the late Lord 
Remnant. However, one could not 
but help recall the words the late 


England 


John Thornton, who once said that 
was not much the making 
herd that benefited breed, but 
rather its dispersal when the blood 
was absorbed into other herds, thus 
enhancing their value and helping 
the breed. 

The late Lord Remnant had been 
great supporter the Guernsey 
breed and the herd had built 
was one the most noted Great 
Britain. Practically the whole herd 
had been restricted certain fami- 
lies which the Enid, Starette, 
Daisy and Treacle were prominent. 
The animals the herd all trace 
deep milking cows brought into the 
herd foundation stock and which, 
with the aid first class sires, 
proved capable transmitting their 
own good qualities their offspring. 

The outstanding feature the 
herd was its consistency, and al- 
though only two the nineteen 
cows offered yielded more than 1,100 
gallons the year, yet twelve had 
records over 900 gallons and there 
was only one that failed reach 700 
gallons with her first calf. 


Top price the sale was 120 
guineas paid Martin, after 
very keen competition, for the five 
year old bull, Dene Star 2nd, that 
had been first the Royal Shows 
1929 and 1930. Full May Rose 
blood was Dene Victor the 
Issues 2nd, the sire several Royal 
winners. 

The next highest price was 100 
guineas paid Mrs. Howard 
Palmer for the six year old cow, 
Dene Starette 3rd, that had given 
1,175 gallons milk and was the 
same sire the highest priced bull.

his hired man took care the 
chores, milked the cows and made 
ready for the morning delivery.

His twenty cows averaged 
from ten twelve quarts per head 
day, which sold about 150 
quarts day during the week.
